SOME CURIOUS FACTS. 


The Origin of Amber, Crystal and Pearls 
Explained by an Expert. 
*‘Amber is curious stuff,” said a col- 
lector of curios to a Washington Star 
reporter the other day. ‘It 1s only com- 
paratively recently that its nature has 
been known, and even at this da~ 


owsy 
few people seem to have any notion as 
to what it is in reality. The ancients 
rezaried it as altozether mysterious and 
even magical. They found that it was 
rendered electrical by friction so as to 
attract light substances, and our word 
‘electricity’ comes from the Greck name 
for amber, which was ‘electron.’ A fa- 
vorite puzzle with them was how the 
insects so frequently found in amber 
came to be so situated. Not as a mod- 
ern poct has phrased it: 
that the thing waz ci.uer rich or rare, 
But how the devil did it get there? 

“IT have mysclf seen a chunk of very 
transparent amber in which a small ?iz- 
ard with five legs was encased, looking 
as if it might have been alive yesterday, 
though, doubtless, it had been dead for 
thousands of years. The mystery re- 
garding this sort of phenomenon is easi- 
ly enough expiained when it is under- 
stood that amber is actually the fossil 
gum of an extinct kind of cone-bearing 
trec. In the process of hardeningit im- 
prisoned the flies and other erecatures 
preserved in the chunks of it that are 
found to-~lay. It is discovered plenti- 
fully by digging in certain parts of the 
great plains of North Germany, where 
once flourished.

The most remarkable dis- 
covery of crystal on record was made in 
1867 above the Ticfen glacier by a party 
of tourists, a single cave in the granite 
yielding 1,000 crystals of from 50 to 100 
pounds weight.”

“That,” replied the collector, “is a 
diminutive Chinese god, covered with a 
coat of pearl by a real pearl oyster. On 
such parts of the coast of the Flowery 
Kingdom as produce pearl oysters a 
regular business is often made of manu- 
facturing pearls artificially by intro- 
ducing into the shells of the live oysters 
foreign objects‘ef various kinds. You 
doubtless know that the pearl is a mor- 
bid symptom inthe bivalve. A grain of 
sand or some such substance getting 
into the oyster produces irritation and 
the animal protects itself by covering 
the objectionable particle with coating 
after coating of its own pearly secre- 
tion. The interruption of light by the 
successive coats of which the pearl is 
formed in this way gives it its beautiful 
luster.

The Lobater’s Queer Coat. 

The shell of the crab and lobster 
owes its bluish-gray color to the super- 
position of two pigments or coloring 
matters, which have been isolated—a 
red pigment anda blue one. <As long 
as these two pigments exist simultanc- 
ously the crustaceans remain gray. But 
the blue pigment is fugitive, and some- 
times, under the influences of a disease, 
it isdestroyed, and crabs are found with 


portions of their shell more or less 
reddish. When the crustaceans are 


immersed in boiling water the blue pig- 
ment isentirely destroyed, and the red 
pigment, which is very stable, appears 
alone in all its brillianes.
